Clark Describes 
France 5 Present 
Social Condition

"A LTOOUOK the present politi- 
cal situation in France ap- 
pears less dangerous than it did 
at the time of the Stav'sky scan- 
j.^, dal, yet democratic government 
r' is by no means secure," stated E. 
Harrison Clark, holder of the Ouy 
Druminond Scholarship in Eco- 
nomics and Political Science, and 
recently returned from France, in - 
an interview given to s Daily rep-- 
resentatiye last night.' "As long as 
Flandin's Cabinet remains In pow- 
er nothing will happen, but the 
French people ara thoroughly dis- ' 
satisfied with ministerial insta- 

If DoumerguS|liMfn»nained in ' 
power, this diffibuliy wotild not 
have arisen, according to Clark. 
Unfortunately, Doumergue offend- 
ed tbe Radical Socialists, who . hold 
the balance of power in' the House 
of Deputies. ^ addition he. post- . 
poned Us reforms, until the Hoiise 

was dtfeated. .^Ât that time only 
the personal popular:ty of the 
youthful Flandin , averted serious 
trouble, " - . 

pRANCE'S depression is also 
, playing, an lmpOTtant -part> in 
polities. For long after the war, 
the Ptench had no unemployed; 
at the present time, according, to 
government statistics, there are 
four hundred thousand Jobless; 
unofficial reports jdaee this num- 
ber as close to a nùllion. In addi- 
t on, while the other countries arc 
finally beginning to recover, 
French business is still on the 
downgrade. "All this," stated 
Clark, "does not allow us. to proph- 
esy with great hope as to the fu- 
ture of the country." 

The change, however, if it docs 
come, will probably be toward Fas- 
cism, rather than communism. 
Doumergue's legislation tended to- 
ward favouring the former, at the 
expense of the Reds, who were 
blamed principally for the Febru- 
ary Riots. The seem'ng success of 
Nazi Germany is another Incentive 
. to a swhig to the right. Counter- 
balancing all this, of course,v,is the 
^^ tafluence. of refugees from Ger- 
l^gM^suad the Saar, most of whom ■ 
PfiSwrrSiical opinions.

rriHESE latter are at the present 
•time nance's most serious 
problem. "France^^traditlonaUy, 
. has always been hospitaëîe'to po- 
I tlcal refugees," Clark said, "but 
she is having difficulty in provid- 
ing work for all those who have 
. fled Nazi domination wiien so 
many of her own citizens, are out 
of • worteSei nlfc iMi^ 

l^tlut^lmese^^ 
not embroil the country with other 
nations, as they almost did when 
King Alexander and M nlster Bar- 
thou were assassinated. For this 
reason they are being isolated in 
certain parts of the country, which 
they may not leave." 

Clark reports' th^t the French 
students are very hostile to for- 
eigners, although the latter have 
almoBt flooded Paris. Tlioy believe 
that, as they don't bother the ifor- . 
elgners, the latter should not in- 
terfere in Prance. Clark jusfre-,.> 
turned from Paris last week, where . 
he was studying atv.thi^^cole dc 
Sc'ence FoUtlque^^^^raU com- 
plete the teiin at McGUl.^worWng 
for his MA. in Economics and Po- 
.^^ÙgSclence, accordhig to the 
'PSnisw'or the Guy Drummond 
Scholarship.

"I^REÈKS are lovers of beauty; the 
barbarians lovers of money," as- 
serted Dr. Woodhcad, hi a symposium 
given by him and the Rev. David A. 
MacLennan bëfor(^ the St. James ij't- 
er^|Society, last night, on "Hebraic 
versus Hellenistic p^ntributions to 
ClvUlzatlori." Dr. Woodhead, Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts and Sciences at 
McGill, stressed the Greek cultural 
contributions and added that the se- 
cret of thch- clviilzat'ou — a secret 
which we seem to have completely lost 
— was that they knew the essential 
difference . Iwtween making a living 
■and in actually living. 

The Reverend David A. MacLennan 
upheld the Hebraic, as against the 
Hellenic, culture, but he, along with 
Professor Woodhead, made the point 
that both c'vllixatlOns were comple- 
mentary, not contradlctiny. .The main 
thing that Israel has bequeathed to 
our world has been in the religious and 
ethical field, as differentiated from 
the more secular and worldly - culture 
that was Greece.

Dr. Woodheaà^laifëlllj!that although 
the Hellenic culture was undoubtedly 
tremendous, still much of it has been 
ignored or, lost because man has been 
too ' prone to ignore Its contribution 
and .has relied upon h's omi talents. 
Tlie' speaker , bemoaned the modem 
t«iiden<^'.'to forget the. search for 
beauty. Internally and externally, in 
the desh'e of man to gain and accumu- 
late great material fortune. We have 
lost that divine sense , of proportion 
and of values that was the Greeks' 

as^^SmSm^S^fflS^ of life and 
ttwught. For thl8>Burea mediocritas" 
we have substituM a mere scrambl'ng 
after mundane and worldly considera- 
tions. ! 

Religion a Factor 

The main con^bujWms.bf 
to our modiern civUint!on'Jh^^ evolv- 
ed, to a large degree, from the service 
which they devoted to the pursuit of 
external religious ceremonies and the 
worsh'p of their many gods, said Dr. 
Woodhead. The eiarly origin of the 
drama was begun to (àlebrate the 
Greek god of wine. Sculpture was ad- 
vanced by the creation of temples for 
the worship of their deities. Literature, 
too, in all ite various phases and 
forms, evolved from religious and phil- 
osophie thought. The absence ot h 
i^ligious .priesthood was seen as a 
great forft . in .allowing the expansion 
of Greek thought and philosophy be- 
cause of the inherent spirit of native 
curiosity of Hellenism, and because of 
the great, scope for. speculative and 
often radical thought which was 
allowed. 

Dr. MacLennan, to his speech, po'nt- 
cd out that, whereas the Greeks had 
been primarily concerned, with the 
holiness of beauty, the Hebraic concept 
had been one; brthe. essent'al beauty

In past years these have 

bèén.a feattiif ^ the baa 



Drastic Reforms In 
Slum Areas Urged 
By McGill Architect 

Professor Nobbs Advocates 
Rebuilding Plan For 
Montreal 

AC nClNtSiS ED NOW 

Environment For Power 
Classes Must be 
Bettered 

"|F WE DO NOT destroy Slums, they 
will destroy us," concluded Pro- 
fessor P. E. Nobbs, in a lecture given 
last n ght, in the R.V.O., before the 
Women's Alumnae Society of McGill. 
Such slums as .we have are enough to 
bring the city to biuikrupte7,,but the 
real danger lies in 'sliuiis now In the 
making. 

The annual cost of the slums to the 
Montreal Public Is over eighteen mil- 
lion dollars per year. This drain, on 
the finances of the publ'o is indirect 
and;goes towards the upkeep of hos- 
piWis,- Jails and courte, as wells: as 
charity. Montreal is ..like Toronto: In 
that ite slum areas are scattered, 
breaking out over the ielty like some 
foul disease in sevenU eruptions. 
Aieaa in Montreal Eyesera 

The slums of Montreal are spread 
over forty separate plaoes, the heavi- 
est being in the Rosemount d strict. 
The slum areas support over eighteen 
thousand people. If|tbi«K . was. a sys- 
tem of social manageînàit the cost 
would, in the end. be far less than the 
present.' The reason people's tboughte 
turn to the question of sTums during 
a depression is because most people 
arè à step nearer the slums in times 
of scarcity. 

The sltmis are due to two causes. 
Thé first is envlroiunent, the second 
general "cussedness" on the part of 
the res'dents of slum areas. In the 
first case we should replace the exist- 
ing slums with better houses and pre- 
vent the recurrence of the i^enipmena, 
and in the second ' case in '' î9iojàld 
assist the low-salariediiian'to pB)r''bls 
rent. Increasing wages is of little 
value, as the receiver will merely 
spend more .on other things;: the rent 
must bé cared tor as such.' 

■ Describes Classes""";"'""^^^^ 

Professor Nobbs then described the 
social componente of Montreal. In this, 
city of one milUon one hundred thou-1 
sand souls, about one third are wage- 
earners. Of these, one half are shigle. 
The remainder have dependento. Upon 
the wage . earneM, - jB6%^ of t^^^ 
population 'is dqwiïàèiit, "I^èKV'are 
four classes Into which thèsè 'wage 
earners fall. Class A' consists of 
eighty-five thousand white-collar men, 
They have an average salary of $1,250 
per year and pay an average rent of 
$420 per year; or, roughly, one third 
of their pay^ goes , In rent. Class B 
consiste of sixty-five thousand skUled 
workers receiving an average wage of 
$950 per year. Group O, consisting of 
165,000 factory workers with a wage 
of $750 per year, pays about one fifth 
of ite annual . income In rent, while 
the lowest class, D, with an annual 
Income of about $550 pays a still high- 
er proportion. 

It is evident that the best house for 
the lowest wage earner is a four-room 
flat .atv twelve dollars pér month. 
Where can such a flat be found'7^0r^- 
where but in^ the dbtiest of slmns. Thé 
reason such flats become" slum areas 
\a this: A contractor builds a block of 
flats for $10,000; gets a $6,000 moirt- 
gage to cover the cost.liie rent is 
immediately h'gher than^:the p<»sible 
$12 per month. The i landlord 'ifeels 
the pinch, and the result Is no upkeep. 
The .block of houses immediately :falls 
in value until' it is worth |5,000. But 
there is a: $6,000 mortgage hanging 
over its head. Hence the landlord' 
faces on uphill fight..'.When a man 
is on government f elief^ the landiôrd 
is paid, but .'n normal times he goes 
begging. Thus we are. forced, stated 
the speaker, to the; conclusion that

He then; quoted 
Professor Leacock, who expresses! the 
opinion that learning for leaiming's

uation, in regard- to the university 
graduate was found to be in a terr:ble 
condition, shice little employment for 
which the college graduate is fitted 
can be found today. ,.|^^f; 
other 'Aspects Streweil^^' 

A, F. Hawes, for the negative pointed 
out there are other elemente, beside 
fitting oneself for some vocation, such 
as appreciatlonrof beauty, which enter 
into the life of the Individual. Uni- 
versity educat:on as a benefit to the 
young women of today was also sup 
ported, due to Its aid in moulding the 
cliaracter of the new bom generation. 

Concluding the Argument for the 
.affirmative, G. Carter strAsed the fact 
'mat the great number of university 
studen^ihave done comparatively 
litilefwrwieve the stress on the world 
situation of the present day.» The lack 
of reflection of the numerous univer- 
sity graduates on thé life of our people

selves readily admit; that they cannot be

'¥«»naition8; Despite tKipïHey insist on 
clinging desperately to' them and resist 
any effort to direct more than the smallest 
fraction of their endeavours into train- 
ing for leadership in national fields. Cul- 
tural exponents are not content that 
scholarship be an integral function of 
university endeavours and occupy a major 
place in institutions of higher learning 
but are determined that it should, be >.ppp- 
tered at the exclusion of all o'thêf-jcon- 
siderations. 

Why must it be so zealously guarded'/ 
Why must scholars, if they be deserving 
of the •nanie. ré^^ a narrowmindedness 
and; CQiiceit of such proportions - that 
they fail to recognize the adviseability 
aAd indeed the pressing necessity of sup- 
plying a training in the petty affairs of 
state which are shamelessly neglected by 
ediicationalists and which ^^irectly affecb 
our everyday life, if we sujr^ii^|^ Colleges 
must, support scholarship and' 'liuppj^^^ it 
exclusively say our broàdmindéd,; high 
minded sages of seclusion. . 

The professorial scorn of business and 
finance, which forbids any consideration 
of it or co-operation with.lt, is today being 
reciprocated by a commercial, and pofitical 
scorn for the college, attitude which is so 
adequately expressed "by the cool disregard 
and complete disirespect with which our 
economists frequent but harmful messages
